BT REV. JOSEPH BANYARD.

How delightful is this place ; how pleas- 
ant is this occasion ; how interested are the 
members of this Sabbath School. Your 
glistening eyes, your smiling features, your 
eager and expectant look, all indicate that 
this is to you no ordinary service. As I 
look around upon this little sea of faces, I 
am impressed with the conviction that 
these teachers are happy, these scholars 
are happy, these parents are happy. 

A few weeks since we assembled in the 
neighboring School House for farewell 
purposes. It was a day of sadness and of 
gloom. We met imder a cloud. But not 
like the disciples on the mount when a 
cloud enveloped them, did we hear the 
familiar tones of a father's voice. We felt 
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alone, and were almost disposed to ask, 
Why hast thou forsaken us, and wherefore 
hast thou forgotten us ? 

But if we had done so, it would have 
proved that we were dull scholars in learn- 
ing the lessons of Divine Providence. We 
thought it was evil, but the Lord meant it 
for good. In the arrangements of our 
heavenly Father, that farewell meeting was 
preparatory to this, though we did not so 
imderstand it. He called us together then 
and there for that purpose, that we might 
assemble here to-day for this. If there 
had been no farewell to the old house, 
there would have been no greeting and 
dedication of the new. The Egyptian 
side of the cloud was dark and threatening, 
but a change of position in the beholder 
developed its brightness. The stream of 
which we then drank was bitter, but leaves 
from Heaven have fallen into it, and our 
draught to-day is sweet. In view, there- 
fore, of the goodness of God, as seen in 
your present assembling, well may you ex- 
claim, ^^ this is the day, and this an occa- 



sion which the Lord hath made, we will 
rejoice and be glad in it." 

In your recent eiqwrience there has been 
an illustration of the truth that when efforts 
for usefulness meet with embarrassments, 
they serve to develope a higher degree of 
energy, benevolence and perseverance. 

If any other place in this neighborhood 
could have been obtained suitable for your 
accommodation, this new, neat and every 
way convenient edifice would not have 
been erected. The enterprise and self- 
denial which wer^ essential to its erection, 
would not have been exhibited. But after 
diligent inquiry, when it became evident 
that a new place must be provided or the 
School be absmdoned — ^when it was appa- 
rent that you were shut up to the necessity 
of building a Chapel to supply your wants, 
such was your interest in the welfare of 
this School, that you resolved it should 
be done. A movement was made,— -it 
met with a generous response. Children, 
teachers, parents, residents in this neigh- 
borhood not particularly connected with 
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the School, and friends from neighboring 
towns, cheerfully aided the object, and the 
result is, we are assembled in this beauti- 
ful and commodious edifice to-day, to ded* 
icate it as a Sabbath School Chapel — as a 
place in which the old and the young may 
assemble from Sabbath to Sabbath, to re- 
ceive familiar and personal instruction from 
the word of God.* 

The occasion of our assembling is an 
illustration of another of the principles of 

*It will be proper to any more particalarlj that the 
method adopted to secnre the erection of this bnildiDg was 
as follows : 

In order that the Chapel might be commenced forthwith, 
that is to say without waiting wntH enoiigh money wss gra- 
tuitously subscribed for the purpose, a few friends who were 
Interested in the object, agreed to loan the School ^500, 
provided the balance could be raised by the School. — 
This was done, and the bouse was commenced at once. 
These $500 constitute a debt, which, as soon as the School 
pays, the Chapel will be exclusively theirs. By this ar- 
rangement, not only was no time lost, but the operations of 
the School were continued without interruption, as by 
the kindness of the City Government, the School was per- 
mitted to re-occupy the District School House until another 
place was provided. 

The plan and specifications of this edifice were drawn 
by Mr. Alexander R. Estt, who very kindly rendered 
this important service gratuitously. 
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the Divine Government, and that is the 
production of great results from compara- 
tively little causes. 

Six years ago no Sabbath School exist- 
ed in this neighborhood. Many families 
attended no place of worship. The morals 
of the children were neglected. Many of 
them were forming habits of vice. The 
Sabbath, which ought to be observed as 
the day of God, and spent in efforts for 
the cultivation of a religious character was 
widely desecrated. Their lips, which 
ought to have been employed in praise and 
thanksgiving, gave familiar utterance to 
profane oaths and dreadful curses. Their 
hands, as yet unhardened with laborious 
and honorable industry, instead of being 
used as instruments of righteousness, were 
occupied in some instances, in purloining 
the fruits of their neighbors, or inflicting 
angry blows upon their companions, and 
were thus employed as instruments of in- 
iquity unto iniquity. Without attempting 
to depict the case in stronger colors than it 
will bear, let it suffice to say that not a 
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few of the children of this neighborhood 
were growing up -in habits of vice, which, 
if unchecked, promised fair to make them 
a curse to their families, a bane to society, 
and to destroy their happiness both for this 
life and the life which is to come. 

Two pious females explored this field, 
and their hearts were affected with its con- 
dition. Among the thistles and poison- 
ous weeds which were flourishing in rank 
profusion, they discovered plants, which, 
if carefully protected and cultivated for a 
season, might become trees of righteous- 
ness, and flourish in the courts of the Lord ; 
but which, if entirely neglected, would be- 
come as thorns and brambles, fit only to be 
rejected and burned. The question at 
once arose in their minds, cannot some-* 
thing be done ? Upon this question they 
pondered. And the more they thought 
upon it, the more anxious they became to 
make a trial. Whilst tbey were musing, 
the fire burned. Ere long this heavenly 
conflagration extended, and a similar flame 
was kindled in the hearts of others. On a 
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subsequent Sabbath, these two females stop* 
ped the Superintendent of the West Cam- 
bridge Baptist Sabbath School, in the aisle 
of the West Cambridge Baptist Church, 
and asked him if he did not think that 
something could be done for the moral im- 
provement of this locality ? A brief con- 
versation then followed, and to that infor- 
mal, apparently accidental, but really prov- 
idential conversation, held in a neighboring 
town, six years ago, may be traced, imder 
God, all the usefulness of this School, with 
the erection of this building, and the in- 
teresting occasion which has called us to- 
gether to-day. As the Scripture require- 
ment is " honor to whom honor is due," it 
is proper that I should say that those three 
individuals were Miss Lucy Learned, Miss 
Sarah Morrison, (now Mrs. Draper,) and 
Mr. Edwin R. Prescott, your present Sh- 
perintendent. 

The young ladies were told to see how 
many teachers and scholars they could 
rally for the commencement of the enter- 
{ffise, with the encouragement of the co« 

2 
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operation of their Superintendent. A time, 
the 27th of September, 1846, was fixed for 
their first meeting ; on which occasion the 
School was organized with about seven 
teachers and twenty-five scholars. Bro. 
E. R. Prescott was chosen Superintendent. 

Through the kindness of the Mayor of 
Cambridge, the District School House, in 
the rear of this building, was granted as 
the place of holding the sessions of the 
new School. The following is a copy of 
the permit : 

CiTT OF Cabibridoe, Sept. 26, 1846. 

By the authority vested in me hy a vote of the 
City Council, passed September 23, 1846, 1 hereby 
grant the use of the lower room in the School House 
in the North District of Ward 1, for the purpose of 
holding a Sabbath School, until otherwise ordered. 

JAMES D. GREEN, Mayor. 

The interest in the enterprise gradually 
ijicreased ; the scholars multiplied, and all 
worked cheerfully together. 

At first, the School was accustomed to 
meet at five o'clock, P. M. ; but that hour 
being found inconvenient, they afterwards 
assembled at nine o'clock in the morning. 
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Through all seasons of the year, and m 
all kinds of weather, for all this period, 
have they regularly assembled to attend to 
the appropriate duties of the School. 

Mr. Prescott officiated as Superintend- 
ent until April, 1849, at which time he 
resigned, and was succeeded by Mr. Anson 
J. Stone, who held that office until May, 
1851. After his resignation, Mr. J. W. 
Horton was chosen, who retained the posi- 
tion until August, 1852. After his resig- 
nation, Mr. E. R. Prescott, who had been 
first Superintendent, was again chosen to 
fill the place. 

Until recently, this was the only Sab- 
bath School in this neighborhood. But it 
gives us pleasure to state that this is not 
the case now. Within a year, a house of 
worship has been erected, and another Sab- 
bath School organized. This is as it should 
be. We hail this new Sabbath School as 
a coadjutor in a great and a good work. 
For its prosperity and extended usefulness, 
we sincerely pray. May the refreshing 
and sanctifying influences of Heaven de- 



Bcend upon k like the early and the latter 
rain, and render it abundantly fruitful in 
every good work. Truly and earnestly do 
we bid it "God speed." 

In the history of the School for whom 
this Chapel is erected, we have an illustra- 
tion of the utility of the union principle, 
as a basis of benevolent action for Christ- 
ians. It is refreshing to know that amid 
the conflicting sentiments, and the strong 
denominational feeling which exist among 
the diflerent sects of the Christian Church, 
there are some spheres where it is agreed 
by mutual consent that denominational pe- 
culiarities shall be kept in abeyance, in order 
that there may be an actual union for some 
important, practical purpose, of all the ele- 
ments of agreement which exist among the 
parties concerned. It is as if the several 
jHimitive colors had left for a season their 
alliances with other elements, by which 
they formed the various hues and tints 
which cover the earth and embroider all 
objects as with sectarian phylacteries, and 
had entered into an agreement among them- 
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selves to unite for the purpose of forming 
a beautiful bow in the heavens to remind 
man of the covenant of God with his people. 
How appropriate then is the rainbow as the 
symbol of the union principle. Though 
all its colors are distinct, yet they are all 
beautifully imited. Their edges do not 
join each other, as if by blunt contact, but 
are imperceptibly lost, by melting mutu- 
ally into each other. Thus this School, 
ever since its origin, has been conducted 
upon the imion principle. Individuals of 
different religious sentiments have here 
combined their efforts in order to sustain 
the enterprise, and advance the moral im- 
provement of this neighborhood. This 
principle will be continued in future, and 
all who love our Lord Jesus Christ in sin- 
cerity, are cordially invited to contribute 
their assistance. 

It is appropriate that now we specify 
somewhat more particularly the objects of 
the erection of this Chapel. In doing so, 
I remark, that a prominent object of this 

2* 
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enterprise is to assist parents in the moral 
training of their children. 

When a mother finds in her arms a help- 
less infant, looking up in all its winsome 
loveliness, like a young cherub from an- 
other world, with what interest does her 
mind penetrate the long years of the fu- 
ture as she asks herself the same question 
that arose, with reference to the infant, 
John, "What manner of child shall this 
be ?" This question is asked by her, not 
with reference to its future physical forma- 
tion, — ^its size, its muscular strength, the 
color of its hair, or the tones of its voice, 
but in allusion to the complexion of its 
character, the tone of its morals, the weak- 
ness or the energy of its enterprise. No 
mother, possessing any degree of thought- 
fulness, can be indifferent to the future 
welfare of her little one, especially when 
she remembers that the future character 
and destiny of that child will depend, in 
a great degree, upon her faithfulness and 
«kill in its training. For whenever the 
relation of parent is created towards a 
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young immortal, who has jitM entered the 
arena of earthly strugglesi the voice of di-* 
vine Providenqe to that mother is as the 
language of the Egjrptian princess to the 
mother of him who was rocked in a cr^^^ 
die of bulrushes by the waters of the Nile, 
^' Take this child away and n\urse it for 
me, and I will pay thee thy wages." 4^ 
when that mother remembers tMt . the 
temptations of life will gather abound her 
child in greater numbers than did the rep- 
tiles of Egypt around the infant Hebrew, 
and will be, unless their power is neutral- 
ized, as fatal to its manly strength as were 
the scissors of Delilah to the strength of 
Sampson, well may she inquire with deep 
solicitude as did the father of the lionr 
slayer himself, '^ How shall we order the 
child, and what shall we do unto him ?" 

How shall we instruct Ij^im ? how shall 
we teach him not only the diff^esice be- 
tween right and wrong, but how to pursue 
the right and diUA the* wrong ? By what 
kind of culture shall we successfully plant 
ia the s^tfoU of his ajSS^ops the seeds 
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of Christian faith mid love ? And where, 
O where can we t)btaiH a^istdnce to aid 
us in this responsible work ? 

This last question is answered, in part, 
by the services of the present occasion. A 
prominent object in the erection of this 
Chapel is to furnish assistance to parents 
in the religious education aiid training of 
their children :•— To furnish assistance to 
parents, but by no tneto^ to be a substitute 
for them. The l&bo» of Sabbath School 
teachers, no matter how arduous and faith- 
ful they may be, can furnish no excuse for 
the neglect of parental culture at home. 
And whenever parents allow themselves to 
feel that Sabbath School instruction is all 
that is needed for the religious education 
of their children, or that the amount of 
their obligation to them is now reduced to 
the simple act of sending them to the Sab- 
bath School, they are guilty of a three- 
fold injury ; they wrong their children, the 
Sabbath School and their own consciences. 
The Sabbath School is a coadjutor, not a 
substitute for parents. Do parents at home 
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teach their children the -^^riokedness oi Sab-! 
bath breaking ? when those children enter 
the Sunday School, they hear '' Remember 
the Sabbath day and keep it holy*" Do 
parents teach the wickedness of profanity ? 
^e Sabbath School teacher repeats << thou 
shalt not take the name of the Lord thy 
God in vain." Do parents forbid lying ? 
the Sabbath School teacher adds, '< Thou 
shalt not bear £edse witness." Do parents 
enjoin it upon their children to seek the 
Lord early ? the Sabbath School teacher 
exhorts, '^Remember now thy Creator iu 
the days of thy youth." Thus the Sab* 
bath School furnishes a perfect echo of all 
the good instruction which is imparted at 
home. In this manner the faithful parent 
and Sabbath School teacher are independ- 
ent witnesses, the agreement of whose tes«* 
timony not only corroborates the truth, but 
gives it additional power. So that if a 
stream gushes forth from the domestic circle, 
l)earing the child on henvenw^rds, it SQon. 
unites with another, issuing from tjie Sab« 
bath Sidiool, wd flowing iu the mm^ di« 



teetioii by which its power is greatly in- 
creased. The desire of Sabbath School 
teachers is to unite with parents in beauti- 
fying the rising generation with all the 
graces and ornaments of an elevated piety. 
We -are told that the late Duke of Wel- 
lington, whose recent demise has enshroud- 
ed the British empire in mourning, was 
fond of children. In his cabinet he kept 
a number of half guineas, which were per- 
forated with a small hole, and when any of 
the children of the nobility visited him 
with whom he was particularly pleased, he 
would put a colored ribbon through the 
hole ; hang the coin about their neck, and 
send them away highly delighted. Now 
tihie object of the Sabbath School teacher 
is not <o suspend a costly coin upon the 
neck, but to ornament the heart; to in- 
scribe upon the tablet of the affections 
sentiments of wisdom and piety, infinitely 
more valuable than all the gold of Ophir ; 
and to do that, not merely for the children 
of the nobility-— the pampered descendants 
of a proud and oppressive aristocracy, but 
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for the children of the poor, as well as g( 
the rich, for the lowest and most debased 
as well as for the honored and the influ- 
ential. 

Another object of this enterprise is, to 
form habits of reading among the young, 
and then to furnish them with suitable 
books. The mind is as capable of growth 
as the body ; yea, and much more so, for 
our physical growth has its limits, but we 
have no evidence of limits to the expan- 
sion of the mind. The proper nutriment 
of the mind is thought, facts, ideas. A 
desire for knowledge is mental appetite. 
The act of reading is the mind's meal — 
intellectual feasting. Books are the viands 
on which the hungry mind luxuriates. 
But all minds have not a healthy appetite. 
Some desire too little, and cannot read 
with pleasure a single volume — they can 
scarcely digest a single strong thought — 
such axe intellectual dyspeptics. Others 
hanker after too much, or too great a varie- 
ty, and devour every thing within their 
reach ; these are intellectual gluttons. And 
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lis individuals with A morbid appetite can 
relii^ articles which axe injurious, so an 
liiortiiiftLte fondness for reading is apt to 
lead to the perusal of books which pro- 
duce any other rather than a healthful ef- 
fect upon the mind- 
It follows, that any institution which 
assists to form correct habits of reading in 
the young, should be considered as partic- 
tilarly useful. Not only is this one object 
of the Sabbath School, but it also provides 
taitable books, by means of which the 
4iabit may be profitably indulged. A libra- 
Ty of several hundreds of volumes is con- 
nected with this School, and is thus a well 
irtored larder, containing a variety of intel- 
lectual and spiritual food, adapted to a 
great diversity of tastes. This is regarded 
as an eminently useful part of the opera- 
tions of the School. By means of these 
books, th^ i|ifluence and instructions of the 
School follow the pupils through the week. 
In many instances, the silent language of 
the printed page confirms and seals the 
^nral instructions of the teacher. By means

of these volumes, also, the minds of those 
at home, who do not attend the School, are 
also reached and benefitted. Instances are 
not rare, of parents of Sabbath scholars 
being converted through the instrumentali- 
ty of books which their children obtained 
from the Sabbath School Library. 

When we remember what a vast amount 
of useless and positively injurious trash, 
imder the spurious name of literature, is 
scattered throughout our land, and how 
eagerly it is read ; and when we remem- 
ber further, that all this has a demoralizing 
influence upon character, we cannot be suf- 
ficiently grateful that a juvenile literature 
has been created of a highly religious na- 
ture, to which all children through the 
medium of Sabbath School Libraries may 
have free access. If once a love for such 
reading is formed in the young mind, but 
little danger need be apprehended from the 
prevalence of corrupting books. 

Another great object of this enterprise, 
to which all others are subordinate, is to 
assist in training up a generation of Christ-

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ian citiceiifi. Every child, as well as every 
older person, who resides in this neighbor- 
hood, will exert an influence for evil or for 
good upon others. No one liveth to him- 
self. That influence will tend either to 
the overthrow or to the perpetuity of what- 
ever is good in the land. It is incontro- 
vertibly true, that a government like ours 
requires a high degree of morality in the 
people to secure its stability. The promi- 
nent reason why the nations of Europe axe 
unable to maintain a republican form of 
government is, because of the low state of 
public virtue. They lack that strong sub- 
stratum of moral principle which is essen- 
tial as a foundation on which republican 
institutions may rest with safety. And our 
own free government will be endangered in 
{ffoportion as the character of the people de- 
teriorate. Hence arises the importance of 
the moral education of the young; and 
hence, also, we see the great value of Sab- 
bath Schools in their influence upon t? 
nation at large. Let the rising generati* 
have instilled into them the principles 
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industry, economy, discretion, enlightened 
forecast ; teach them habits of truthful- 
ness, sobriety, forbearance, liberality and 
conscientiousness ; especially awaken in 
them a sense of responsibility to God, love 
for his character, and a determination to 
make his revealed will the rule of life, 
and they will grow up a generation worthy 
to take the place of their fathers, and not 
only to sustain, but to carry onwards, to 
a higher degree of usefulness, all their 
civil, philanthropic and religious institu- 
tions. As now this is the design and the 
direct tendency of the Sabbath School en- 
terprise, it has strong claims upon all who 
desire the welfare of their country. Mere 
patriotism should prompt us to support 
Sabbath Schools. Through no other chan- 
nel, which is not of divine appointment, 
can we exert so strong and favorable an 
influence upon the welfare of our coimtry. 
Finally, these teachers believe in the im- 
mortality of the soul. They regard each 
of their scholars as possessing an element 
of existence which can never be quenchedi 
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and they will labor to exert such an influ- 
eace upon them as not only to make them 
bright aud burning lights, so long as they 
lemain upon the earth, but that when their 
light is withdrawn by their descent into 
the tomb, they may continue to shine more 
bristly than ever, <^ as stars in the firma- 
ment of heaven." They will labor to 
mould them into " vessels of mercy," meet 
for the Master's use, to fashion them after 
a divine model, so that in respect to every 
thing which is lovely, and of good report, 
they may be eminently Christ-like — ^that 
as Christ came into the world in the like- 
ness of sinful fLeshf they may ascend on 
high in the likeness of his holiness — or as 
it was falsely said of the apostles in " the 
speech of Lycaonia, the gods are come 
down to us in the likeness of men," it 
may be said in truth when these scholars 
are dead ^' they have ascended to heaven 
in the likeness of God." 

Yea, the grand object of these teachers 
is to form such characters of their pupils, 
that when << all that is mortal of (hem shall 
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be no more," those impressive words utter- 
ed by that greatest of statesmen, whose 
recent death has enrobed the nation in 
mourning, shall be appropriate as an epi- 
taph for each of their monuments, — I 
STILL LIVE,* I still live in the affection of 
beloved relatives; in the tender recollec- 
tions of a large circle of sincere friends ; 
in the influence of a Christian example in 
all the relations of life : I still live, yet 
not I, but Christ liveth in me, and shall 
forever live in the presence of God, amid 
the glories of eternity, with a delightful 
consciousness of all that is meant by the 
glowing pictures of the heavenly state 
which were sketched by the pencil of in- 
spiration. 

God grant that this may be the blissful 
experience of all who are now present, and 
of all those who may hereafter resort to 
this place for instruction ; and to his name 
shall be all the glory for ever and ever. 
Amen.

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ADDRESS,

It is a peculiar privilege to be permitted 
to witness the conunencement of a moral 
enterprise. There are elements of sub- 
limity iovesting such an hour. God only 
knows, and eternity only can afford the 
saessore of the good that will be accom- 
plished by such a moyement. In the depths 
of the forest, upon a mountain's side, gushes 
up a living spring. Hidden from observa- 
tion by the overhanging branches, and of- 
ten covered by the falling leaves, it makes 
its silent way down the declivity. From 
titne to time, as it glides along, it receives 
accessions from adjoining springs and riv- 
ulets ; its volume and velocity increase ; 
and finaUy, after long meanderings, it pours 
itself out upon the meadows in its onward 
progress to the sea^ a wide, deep, fertiliz- 
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iiig river. The cattle upon a thousand 
hills come down to drink of its waters ; 
hundreds of busy wheels roll round under 
the power of its tide ; unseen, but vital, 
life streams into the banks on either hand, 
providin'g sustenance for man and beastj 
and the commerce of large cities floats upon 
its bosom. Thus, imobserve^ by the busy 
population around, is the beginning of such 
moral enterprises as this, upon which we 
are now invoking divine benedictions ; and 
its eaxly, quiet progress produces but a 
slight outward impression upon the com- 
munity — it is but a silver thread gradually 
extending its way through the surroimd- 
ing wastes. 

But the volumq of i^s influence myst in- 
crease with every successive year. It can- 
not die ; it must flow on, a perennial stream, 
through all time. Long after the present 
laborers are called to their rewaxdj the subt 
jects of their instruction will be making 
the spiritual " wilderness and solitary pla- 
ces glad" by their presence and piety.. 
This beautiful Chapel in whicb we axe now 
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gaiheredi will crumble with age, but the 
moral power evolved here, will quicken 
with the lapse of time and embody itself 
in many such edifices, for the culture of 
the young, and in more imposing temples 
for the public worship of Almighty God. 
These children, now gathered under your 
care, and to be gleaned up from the broad 
and vacant fields of Christian labor around 
you, will be occupants of these seats but 
for comparatively a short period, but they 
will receive impressions and inclinations 
here, that will decide the character of their 
lives, and make them, hereafter, the indi- 
vidual centres of so many different circles 
of moral influence ; and their places will be 
continually supjdied by their successors — 
for there is no failure in the flow of child- 
hood. But provide for it |»:oper channels, 
and the current will ever flow on in an im- 
broken tide. No mortal can imagine the 
amount of positive religious service that 
may accrue to society through the direct 
instrumentality of this Sabbath School. 
Who knows bur Bobert Halls, John Wes- 
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leys and Jonathan Edwards, or Judsons 
and Morrisons, will, in the progress of 
years, be found in the radiant companies 
that shall be gathered here ? It may ad- 
minister to the joys of Paradise, in the 
hearts of faithful teachers, to gaze from 
their heavenly heights, upon the diverging 
streams of usefulness flowing from the 
fountain which they, by God's grace, caus- 
ed to gush forth from the everlasting Rock, 
in this place. 

It has been feaxed that the Sabbath 
School would become a temptation to pa- 
rents to neglect the responsible duties aris- 
ing from their relation to their children, 
and that they would remit the faithful, re- 
ligious training of their families because 
one hour or more, weekly, their children 
will enjoy the benefit of the pious labors 
of devoted Christian teachers. There can 
be no serious danger anticipated from this 
cause. No sincerely religious parent will, 
in any degree, relieve himself from these 
labors of love, because God has provided 
him with providential aids in a work, the 
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result of which is a matter of more per- 
sonal moment to him than the success of 
any, or all, of his earthly plans. The 
sluggish and unspiritual parent would be 
as negligent of the culture and discipline 
of his £unily, as he now is, if God had 
not mercifully (not to relieve him from 
condemnation, but happily, if possible, to 
save the child,) provided this blessed com- 
pensation. Besides these, hundreds of the 
members of our Sabbath Schools are the 
children of parents that have not even a 
nominal relation to the church of Christ, 
and all the positive, personal religious in- 
struction they receive will be in these 
Schools. The fact is worthy, however, 
the consideration of Christian parents that 
no accidental or providential arrangements 
ean take the place of parental culture. 
Whether faithful or unfaithful, the parents 
will, necessarily, very lai^ely decide the 
moral and religious character of the child, by 
the daily example that is set him at home. 
Without their seeking, the children will 
be continually reproducing themselves, and 
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clothing their mental and moral devel* 
opments with the hues of the parental 
character. 

The moral development of the child is 
determined more by the hourly and appa- 
rently indirect influences operatii^ upon it, 
than by direct instructions and occasional 
discipline. The storm, the wind, the elec- 
tric explosions, the powerful rain, all have 
their ojQices in securing the perfection of 
the vegetable world; but the daily sun- 
shine, and wholesome air, and the silent 
night dews, so almost imperceptible, and 
yet so refreshing — ^these are the most im- 
portant agents in developing vegetable life. 
Direct instruction, line upon line, parental 

counsels, warnings, expostulations, all 

these are important and will have a bear- 
ing upon the future well-being of the 
child ; but, after all, the most important 
element of moral influence is the pervad- 
ing spirit and tone of the family. It is 
the eloquent example, the subduing, moral 
influence, the convincing habitual piety, 
the most powerful tide of feeling that flows 
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throngh the household, which has the most 
to do in shaping the moral character of the 
young immortal. 

If the spirit of the family is worldly, all 
the sober precepts of the Sabbath, and the 
occasional exhortations at bed-time, will 
not be able to coimteract the more potent 
effects df the stroAg under-to\v continually 
drawing the heart of the child earthward. 
Arid if the tone of the fire-side is devout ; 
if in ail "ttie fitmfly relations, the superem- 
Inent claims of God are recognized and 
met, however slow of speech the parent 
may be, however rarely direct instraction 
is given in reference to religious duties, 
the continual shining of the light, the fall- 
ing of the imperceptible dew of daily pie- 
ty, will nourish, under God, the fruits of 
the Spirit, and cause them to grow to a 
harmonious maturity. The moral sense of 
our children is developing during every 
hour of consciousness, and is effected by 
every example they meet, and by every 
decision they are called to make. Every 
moment, we are in their presence, they are 
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receiving moral inclinations to the right or 
to the left ; the smiles that pass like sim- 
shine over the parent's face, the tears that 
may occasionally bedew his cheek, the 
tones of his voice, the opinions he ex- 
presses in the freedom of his domestic sanc- 
tuary, the bearing, the apparels, in short, 
every thing, connected with the parent, and 
his daily walk, produce a lively and indis- 
tructible impression upon the sensitive 
spirit of childhood. Death has made a 
breach iipon the family circle. The father 
is no more. The widow, in the uncom- 
plaining tears of subdued and sanctified 
grief, remains in the centre of her stricken 
flock, their solace and support. As she 
muses, the tear starts afresh from its foun- 
tain, and the earnest prayer for grace is 
heaved up from the aching heart, to the 
widow's God. And, now, she starts from 
her sitting ; new color rushes into her face, 
and then she becomes pale again. Whose 
step was that ? After all, were the sick- 
ness, death and funeral, but a dreadful 
dream ? is he really returning again from

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his accustomed place of business? wb» 
that his step? The door opens, —her 
oldest boy enters, and the mother weep? 
upon his shouldersr. When was he taught 
to step like his fe^her ? Every time his- 
father walked before him. 

" I never," said a clergjrman,. " saw my 
father shed a tear but once. It was when 
he was speaking about the salvation of his 
children. We were all siltmg at the breaks 
fast table, and the matter being accident-^ 
ally introduced, he said, ^if one of my 
children should be lost, I do not know how 
I could bear it.' I looked up into< his face,, 
and I saw a tear roll down his cheek. He 
had often been in trouble, lost vessels at 
sea, been cheated by bad men and met 
with many disasters in business — but a 
year before he had lost a handsome fortune 
accumulated by hard labor, but I never* 
saw him weep before." 

Nothing that their father could have 
said, would have affected his children as 
deeply as that involuntary and unwont- 
ed but sincere tear. Said a candidate for 
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the ministry) when examined in reference 
to his religious experience and the leading 
means used for his recovery to God, '' I 
trace the causes, imder God, to a mother's 
faithfulness to my childhood. ^ Yes,' said 
he, * the taking of my little hand within 
hers, (I can almost feel it still,) as she led 
me to the closet, where she poured out her 
soul for my salvation ; the sound of that 
dear voice as I would pass her chamber 
door as she wrestled with the God of Jacob 
for her child,' * These, these,' said he, * I 
mark as among the effective means by 
which the God of mercy led my soul to 
himself.' " 

<*Wheii we see tbe flower-seeda wafled 
From tbe nurturing mother tree^ 

Tell we can, wherever planted, 
What the harvesting will be. 

** Never from the blasting thistle 
Was tliere gathered golden grain; 

Thus t*ie seal the child receiveth 
From the mother will remain.** 

It gives a solemnity and almost a sublim- 
ity to every act of a parent when we con- 
sider ils effect upon the mind of the chili 
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It if astonishing and affecting in the eu^ 
treme, how continually we are multiplying 
images of ourselves. We wear a smile 
upon our face — it falls upon the heart of a 
child and an impression is made for eter- 
nity ; it will be conveyed by the first re- 
cipient to others, and by them to others 
still, and thus will ever multiply its coun- 
terparts, as it passes down our generations. 
And if, on the contrary, by any ill-consider- 
ed act, by exhibiting piety in a forbidding 
aspect, a diadow is caused to pass over the 
face of childhood, this frowning image 
will be repeated until thousands have felt 
its unhappy force. 

Whatever is the prevailing interest of 
the household,— whether it be wealth, or 
worldly ambition, or human science, the 
child will soon perceive it, and even sooner 
be affected by it. The child perceives an* 
feels that what is most thought of, nio 
felt by the parent, whatever that somethii 
is, is not religion. << Now it is in accordar 
with a well-known law of the human mr 
tl^ the strongest emotion, excitement 
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interest, rules and expels the weaker. Two 
powerful sentiments cannot co-exist and 
operate upon the mind at the same time. 
We cannot serve two masters ; if God does 
not reign then Mammon will be God. This 
actual predominence of another interest, 
rendere void all attempts at Christian train- 
ing, in so far as the conversion and con- 
secration of children are contemplated. 
These spiritual achievments require that 
the atmosphere of domestic piety be pure, 
and genial, and fervid — radiant with heav- 
enly hopes — instinct with benevolence — 
redolent with charity. Religion must 
dwell serene and supreme in the bosom of 
the domestic empire. It must subordinate 
all other interests, and have authority to say 
to every passion, ' Be stilV Then may it 
be able to com^e into the heart of childhood 
with a graceful and grateful welcome." 

But the Sabbath School may be a pow- 
erful auxiliary to the parent in the scrip- 
tural and religious training of his children. 
It will become a blessing to himself. The 
questions suggested in the Sabbath Class, 
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and propouaded by the fire-side at home ; 
the lessons prepared under the parental eye ; 
the truthful and affecting records of the 
Sabbath School book; the faithful vintf 
and. kind co-operation of the pious Sabbath 
School teacher will all serve to quicken 
the piety of the.parent, and inspire him to 
a fuj^ler consecration ,of his heart and ., time 
to Christ and his vroxk. The instances 
have become almost numberless, in which 
the affectionate earnestness of the child, 
aroused by thci : faithful piety of the Sab- 
bath Schpol teacher, has resulted in the 
conversion of a parent, and the accesnoii 
of hi£| talents md substance to the Church 
of Christ. But the Sabbath School will 
bless the child 

L It holds his mind in contact witt 
the most ennpbling and sanctifying truth 
in the moulding period of his being. It 
the unvarying law of the three-fold beii 
God has bestowed upon him, that it sh 
be developed; and in some wise it v 
secure this develoi^nent. By food 
iM^reise, by its sports and labors, the b 
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of the child is matured into robust man* 
hood. In the schools, or out of schools, 
among its fellows, in the discharge of the 
necessary offices of life, in securing the 
supply for bodily wants, in defending itself 
from evils, in accustoming itself to the 
laws of its existence, the mental nature 
wiU secure a comparative expansion and 
education. And the moral nature, also, 
forces itself forward into development, in 
adjusting personal rights, in assimilating 
itself with the opinions of community, 
in deciding questions of conscience, in its 
forecastings for the future, the spiritual be« 
ing expands itself into maturity. But it 
will be seen, at once, that the character 
and healthiness of this development are 
determined by surroimding agents. Should 
the child be born in one of the cantons of 
Switzerland, in a village, almost hidden 
from the light of day by the towering and 
overhanging Alps, his body, instead of ex- 
panding into athletic maturity, will be 
marked by hideous deformities, and fall 
into premature decrepitude. If bom among 
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ti^ IikU&hs of Oregon, he will becocte h' 
maHib sise and strength, but his flattened 
ttii disfigored head will exhibit the effect 
^' %hfe cruel, physical training of his child*^ 
hood. Thus, also, in barely supplying its 
ow^ Wants, the mind of the child will se*- 
■ftitfe something of an expansion, but the 
bharacter of the society in which it received 
it$ education, the studies it has pursued,' 
^ '<thought^ upon which it habitually 
dwells, even the appearances of nature, 
whfch J through the senses, have continued 
tb< ini{M^6i!» the mind from its earliest con- 
scioustttes,. will all have their share in af- 
fecting the: development of the youthftil 
Mind, and wUl leave their outlines distinct- 
ly en^ven upon the sensitive spirit. Thus 
is it, idsoj with the moral nature. There 
is, indeied, penetrating this spiritual being, 
aiM'€lv^r shedding its hallowed light over 
the Moral sense, the grace of God; but 
this does not interrupt the established laws 
ctf mental and moral action. The atmos 
]^r4 Which this nature breathes in fron 
iti'i9l^liest respirations, the standard o

right and wrong in the social circle in 
which it moves — the moral tone of the 
external influences — determine the moral 
character of the spiritual part of the child's 
being. If he is bom in Polynesia, he is s\, 
cannibal without conscientious compunc- 
tions ; if on the banks of the Ganges, he 
will be a Buddhist. If the moral tone 
around him has been low, his sentiments 
will be loose and unprincipled. And the 
converse of this will be true ; if the nur- 
ture of the child has proceeded under pious 
auspices, if the active influences around him 
have been spiritual, and his impressions 
and inclinations have been of a moral and 
religious character, his life and temper will 
exhibit manifest evidences of a happy early 
training. Under what favorable circum- 
stances are the mind and heart of child- 
hood developed in the Sabbath School. 
There are no subjects in all the universe 
so sublime and ennobling as those reveal- 
ed in the inspired volume. There is no 
parallel to the idea of God; no thought 
that will so enlarge and fill the soul as 
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4dten^{ty ) no theme more exalting thto thai 
b!f' immortality. During the most impress 
Mble period of life, the thoughts and affec- 
tions of the child are filled with thei^ 
grand and sanctifying revelations, and the 
effect upon his mental and moral develop- 
ment can but be of the most marked and 
grateful character. 

n. It provides the child with powerful 
land fever-present antidotes in the houir of 
temptation. When our Saviour was tempt- 
'ed in the wilderness, every assault of the 
devil was parried by a pertinent respocise 
from the Scriptures — a significant illustra^ 
tion of the power of the word of God to 
treak the force of temptation and relieve the 
heart from its bondage. In these Schools, 
children are committing large portions of 
the Bible, without any apparent present in- 
fluence over their hearts and lives. But 
these Scripture lessons are vital elements 
within their youthful breasts ; they cannot 
be forgotten or utterly lose their pow< 
In the hour of danger they will start c 
from the pages of memory and with tru: 
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pet tones assert their supremacy. They 
will quicken and give sanction to the con- 
science, they will arouse and startle the af- 
fections, and strengthen the halting will to a 
faithful, although in the moment, painful 
obedience to the dictates of conscience. 

In an unwary hour, the child is tempted 
to some act of parental disobedience. No 
human eye is upon him. *^ No one will 
know it," he almost involuntarily says 
aloud. Just on the eve of executing his pur- 
pose, why does he suddenly stop ? What 
causes that deep flush of shame to crimson 
his cheek! What holds him back as by 
an unseen arm ! Like an audible voice in 
his ear, paralyzing all motion with terror, 
those words of Scripture have started sud- 
denly into life from his memory, and iu 
startling tones are pealing to his inward 
consciousness, " Thou God seest me." In 
the passionate cravings of some appetite, 
he may be solicited to appropriate to him- 
self the property of another. His hand 
is stretched forth to grasp the forbidden 
object, but it falls quickly to its place again 
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an il^nai utters its solemn tones in 
inward ear, ^^Thou shalt not steal." In 
an hour of suspected misdemeanor, him 
shame and fear of punishment suggest 
either the positive denial of the accusation, 
or the softened equivocation ; but the Jhalf 
liittered deceit dies upon the lips as the 
solemn voice of God pours forth its warn- 
ingy '^all liars shall have their part in the 
k^e that burneth with £^e." In this way 
the : truth of Scripture committed to the 
memory, and inforced and illustrated by 
the living teacher, becomes a powerful de* 
fence against the assaults of temptation, 
and an ever-present, warning and guardian 
angel. 

III. In the Sabbath School the minds 
of the children are impressed with saving 
truth in the most susceptible period of life. 
The delicate surfaces upon which the 
daguerreotypist portrays the human face, 
or the varying aspect of nature, with no 
pencil or colors, but with reflected sun- 
beams, are not half so sensitive to external 
influences as the tender spirit of childhoc 
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It not only stands prepared to receive im* 
pressions, but it craves them, as the parch- 
ed cornfields, the genial showers. It cannot 
resist these influences, as the earth can 
but open its bosom to the penetrating sun- 
light and the mellowing dew. For the 
first decade of his life, Grod has defended 
the child by physical laws from the most 
powerful temptations that afterwards em- 
bitter his heart and hinder his progress in 
the divine life. He is now free from 
worldly care, his appetites have not been 
inflamed by long indulgence, his moral sen- 
sibilities have not been perverted by often 
disobedience, and he has not acquired the 
fearful habit of resisting the Holy Spirit 
of God. In these hours of mellow, cred- 
ulous, unbiased, tender childhood, under 
the blessing of God, the mind may be pow- 
erfully pre-occupied with divine truth, all 
the active habits may be formed under the 
inclinations of gracious instructions, and 
the heart may be continually sown with 
holy impressions, the vital power of which 
can never be entirely lost. Our religious

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litimture is fairly burdened ^ith ilhistm- 
tions of the vividness and perpetuity aS 
early impressions. The seed may seem to 
remain long hidden in the soil, and otlwr 
seeds may fall upon it hereafter and rise up 
in rapid and rank luxuriance, but from the 
virgin subnsoil, u^der some powerful beam 
from the Sun of righteousness, the slum* 
bering germ will awaken again, and it will 
start up and overshadow with its branches 
the whole heart. \ 

A young man had wandered far from 
his home, and far also from the promise of 
his childhood. His religious culture seeiiir 
ed to have been in vain, so far ais related 
to the conversion of his heart, aild th^ 
sanctification of his life to the service c 
God. He was passing in a steamer uptl 
Hudson River, when standing near H 
wheel-house, he heard some one, with 
whistling a tune, with which he had b 
fiemiiliar from his childhood, in his he 
In England.. It was a tune attaches 
eacred words in his memory, and at c 
^th an inconceivable power, the so 
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Tenses rushed into his mind, and Trith tl^em 
all the religious associations of his child* 
hood. The effect upon him was over- 
whelmirg aid decisive. Powerful convic- 
tions of sin followed; a humble penitent, 
he sought and obtained pardon at the hand 
of God. Called afterwards to the work of 
the ministry, he became a faithful and suc- 
cessful preacher of the Gospel, and this 
last Spring, having finished the work that 
was given him to do, and kept the faithj 
with peculiar Christian triumph, he con- 
quered the last enemy, and received the 
crown of life. The bread thus cast every 
Sabbath upon the waters, will not fail to 
return, though delayed for many days. 

Finally ; the conversion of the children 
may be secured through this instrumentali- 
ty. In confirmation of the evident tenor 
of Scripture teaching, encouraging and pe- 
culiarly blessing the early consecration of 
children, instances are continually occur- 
ring in Sabbath Schools of the hopeful 
conversion of the young. And the testi- 
mony of their subsequent lives, and often, 
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ofi tlbiir peaceM deaths^ fiiUy loolifiitns the^ 
thorougimess of liie work of grace upoti 
their hearts. Indeed, nearly all our foreign 
mi»Bionaries, a great proportion of our ac<^ 
tive ministers, and the most laborious and 
Successful Christian laborers in the various 
fields of religious exertion, were conse- 
crated to God in their youth, and increased 
in pious devotion as they grew in years,, 
and added to their means of doing good. 
Otur late s^usons of religious interest have 
been almost wholly confined to the young 
members of this nursery of the church. 
Of the one thousand persons, professing to 
have been made the subjects of the inter- 
esting work of grace in the various Evan- 
gelical Churches in Boston last year, nearly 
every one was a member of the Sabbath 
School and in the bloom of youth. That 
more of these children are not consecrated 
in the dew of childhood, is not to be at- 
tributed to any impossibility, or any serious 
intrinsic difficulty, in the way of such a 
result ; but rather to the want of a clear 
apiHrehension of the nature and evidences 
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of such a work in the young heart, on the 
part of the teacher, and of the best rneas-* 
ures to secure it. We fail in not making 
this the primary end of our instruction, 
and bending all our illustrations, and teach* 
ings in this direction. We must carefully 
follow up all spiritual manifestations, how- 
ever small they may appear. There can 
never be the struggle and doubt of the 
adult in the experience of the child. They 
are credulous and easily moved. It is not 
80 much a work of exhortation and entrea- 
ty, as of illustration, encouragement, and 
scriptural culture. They are to be trained 
up in the way they should go. But still 
there is to be a commencement in the di- 
vine life, — a distinct choice on the part of 
the child, a definite, religious purpose, 
and a reliance upon Christ are to be secur- 
ed. Perhaps we most often fail here. We 
bring up amiable, moral. Christian children^ 
familiar with the Gospel history, and lack- 
ing only one thing, but lacking that, with- 
out which, all Other acquisitions are as dross.

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We do not press with sufficient earnestness 
the submission of the heart to Christ. 

" Young friends," said a teacher, a short 
time since, " I desire to have you visit me 
one evening this week." The evening was 
appointed and the young men came at the 
hour proposed. " I have called you here," 
said the teacher, " to ask you three ques- 
tions. The first is this. Do you believe 
that your heavenly Father has a right to 
claim your hearts and the service of your 
lives?" The answer of the whole five 
was, at once, in the affirmative. '< The 
next question is. Ought you to meet that 
claim now ?" After a moment's hesitation 
the answer was again, imanimously, given 
in the affirmative. " My last question is 
this. Will you do it to-night V This was 
a serious question. The first two had been 
often asked, and as often answered as they 
had now done; but the third! this brought 
them at once to a decision, and they were 
startled by its abruptness. After a few 
moments reflection, three df them trem* 
blingly responded, " God, being our helper, 
we will do it to-night." 
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This incident may throw light upon the 
question of success in winning these young 
hearts to Christ. We must not be satisfied 
with keeping them within sight of the 
cross ; we must bring them to Jesus, we 
must place them in his arms ; we must not 
rest until his benediction is pronounced 
upon them, "Son, thy sins be forgiven 
thee, go in peace and sin no more." 

And now, it only remains for me to con- 
gratulate you, my young friends, upon the 
beautiful Chapel which has been provided 
for you. I noticed with pleasure the hap- 
py motto placed over the entrance. Our 
Sabbath Home. Not a place of gloomy 
confinement, not the laborious scene of the 
week-day study, but a home to every young 
heart gathered within these walls. Nor is 
this an ordinary home where the members 
of only one family are pleasantly gathered 
together, but it is our home. All these 
around me are my brothers and sisters, apd 
this is the beautiful home of us all. And 
then, it is your Sabbath home, your home 
of rest, your heavenly home, where you 
are engagedi in some degree, as you will 



be, when you enter upon the heavenly 
Sabbath, after death ; and where you may 
prepare for the home which Jesus provides 
for all that love him and keep his command- 
ments. Each side of this assembly room 
is adorned with scriptural precepts, and ap- 
propriate mottos, charming to the eye and 
wholesome to the heart. And then, I no- 
tice that you have twined them all with 
garlands of evergreen : as if you would 
say of them, " Live forever Holy Bible ! 
Live forever blessed Sabbath School ! Live 
forever truths of God." I trust these will 
live forever in your memories and hearts, 
and by the grace of God make you wise 
unto salvation. And this beautiful Chapel, 
now consecrated to God, you will care- 
fully guard against all injury. To all evil- 
disposed boys who cannot be won to enter 
its inviting walls, say, "do not harm or de- 
face it, for it is the house of God, and our 
Sabbath Home." And when you enter 
its sacred enclosure, step quietly and rev- 
erently ; for it is God's dwelling place. 

The Hebrew shepherd was watching 
his flocks upon the edge of the desert. 
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When turning his eye towards a green, 
spot amidst the sandis, behold ! a bush burn- 
ed with fire, and yet was not consumed. 
And as he drew near this amazing sight, 
he heard a voice saying, *^ put off thy shoes 
from off thy feet ; the place whereon thou 
standest is holy ground." Now there was 
nothing different in the bush itself, from 
others near it, or in the sands upon which 
the Hebrew was resting, from those over 
which he had been wandering, but it was 
the presence of God, signified by the flame 
of fire, that made the scene of his manifes- 
tation holy ground. This Chapel may be 
built of the same material as the dwellings 
in which you live ; the same kind of wood, 
and stone and glass, but it has been given 
to God, and his presence has entered and 
sanctified its walls. Let these words, then, 
be in your hearts as you cross its threshold, 
" Put off thy shoes — step carefully — ^reve- 
rently uncover thy head and pass quietly 
to thy seat — ^for the place on which thou 
standeth is holy ground." Be watchful 
to receive the instruction of your teachers, 
and careful to obciy ; for littld. benefit will 
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you receive from all their kindness in pre* 
paring this house and in bestowing upon 
you instructions, if you do not seek your- 
self to improve your advantages. It would 
be a fearful thing to be lost under such 
circumstances — ^for you, whose present and 
eternal interests have been the object of 
so much solicitude and labor and prayer. 
These affectionate teachers are now look- 
ing upon you with indescribable interest, 
and offering in their hearts prayer for your 
well-being. Pray for yourselves, children, 
that God may give you thankful and obe- 
dient hearts. 

A lad asked of his father a portion of 
the garden, above his orchard, for his own 
cultivation, and his request was granted. 
In the Spring he sowed it with grain, and 
when it was well grown, the father observ- 
ed that his son visited it twice a day. 
Curious to know what occurred, he watch- 
ed him on one occasion from a position 
where he could not himself be observed. 
Deep were his emotions to notice that the 
child, as he entered his chosen retreat, bow- 
ed himself in pray«r. Desirous of te^tii^ 
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the depth and sincerity of his purpose, he 
said to him after this, '^ My son, it is time 
to reap your grain." "O, no, father," said 
the boy, " I do not wish to have it cut 
down." " But it is ripe, my son, and the 
storms will lodge it, or the frost will blast 
it." " I do not feel as if I could have it 
cut," still persisted the child. "If you 
will tell me the reason for wishing to 
preserve the grain, if you desire it, I 
will have your plot planted with ever- 
greens, which can bear the storms and 
frosts of the winter." The child hesi- 
tated, and then tremblingly answered, " It 
is holy ground, father, I go there twice a 
day to pray." Dear children, have "holy 
ground " somewhere. In your own room 
at home, or in the garden, or wherever 
you may be alone with your heavenly 
Father, have a place of prayer ; and twice 
a day, at least, visit this holy ground to 
pray. Pray for a new heart, for a good 
heart, for a loving, gentle, pious heart, 
upon which the great God will look down 
-with approbation. 



HISTORY 

OF THE 

NORTH AVENUE SABBATH SCHOOL, 

CAMBRIDGE. 



The Sabbath School enterprise is large- 
ly imbued with the missionary element. 
It seeks out the neglected and forgotten, 
and by unfolding before them the princi- 
ples of the gospel makes them acquainted^, 
with the way of life. 

Prior to the year eighteen hundred andj 
forty-six, the neighborhood, in the midst o(\ 
which the North Avenue Sabbath School 
is now situated, was comparatively desti-r 
tute of religious privileges, the nearest pla- 
ces of worship being those of Cambridge, 
in the vicinity of the Colleges. Conse* 
quently many of the children were grow-* 
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ing up in comparative ignorance of religion, 
and in habits of falsehood, profanity and 
Sabbath breaking. 

Two young ladies, Miss Lucy Learned 
and Miss Sarah Morrison, (now Mrs. Dra- 
per,) believing that a Sabbath School might 
here be gathered, with encouraging pros- 
pects of usefulness, suggested the idea to 
several friends from whom it met with fa- 
vor ; the result of which was, after repeat- 
ed conferences upon the subject, that, on 
September twenty-seventh, eighteen hun- 
dred and forty-six, a Sabbath School was 
orgemized, consisting of seven teachers and 
twenty-five scholars. 

The first Superintendent was Mr. E. R. 
Prescott, who continued in this office imtil 
April, 1849. Under his supervision the 
School increased until, at times, it num- 
bered twelve teachers and eighty scholars. 

On the first Sabbath in January, eighteen 
hundred and forty-nine, all of the scholars 
were presented with a Bible, in which was 
a card containing the following :

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After the resignation of Mr. Prescott, 
Mr. Anson J. Stone was chosen Superin* 
tendent, which office he held until May, 
1851, when he resigned, and was succeed- 
ed by Mr. J. W. Horton, who discharged 
the duties of the post until August, 1852. 

The School, by the permission of the 
municipal authorities, constantly met in the 
Winthrop School House, until they were 
prohibited by a brief, but authoritative doc- 
ument, of which the following is a copy : 

Cahbridgr, Sunday Jaly 18, 1852. 

To the members of the i^abbath School, held in the Win. 

throp School House. 

I am directed to inform you tliat the Room now 

occupied by you will Dot be at your service after 

this day.

Accordingly, on July 25, 1852, the School 
assembled for the last time, as was suppos- 
ed, and spent the hour in appropriate fare- 
well services to the place where, for six 
years, they had been accustomed to assem- 
ble for the purpose of teaching the young 
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how to be good citizens and useful Christ- 
ians. The following was the Order of 
Exercises on the occasion :

In eighteen hundred and fifty-two, a 
house of public worship was erected in 
the vicinity. The Society worshipping in 
this new Church, having as yet no Sabbath 
School of their own, very kindly oflFered 
the North Avenue Sabbath School the free 
use of their Vestry, until other arrange- 
ments for their accommodation could be 
made. It was proposed to form a Union 
Sabbath School, and a committee of six, 
consisting of three from that Society, and 
three ftom the North Avenue Sabbath 
School, was appointed to consider the pro- 
priety of so doing. This Conmiittee met 
at the house of T. J. Leland, Esq., and 
after a very pleasant interview, they were 
unanimously of opinion, that it was not 
best to attempt such an effort at that time. 
Nothing further with reference to it was 
done. 
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A School was then oi^anized under the 
auspices of the new Society, and as it was 
found that two separate Schools could not 
well carry on their operations in the same 
Vestry, the North Avenue Sabbath School 
were again compelled, by a stem necessity^ 
to provide another place. 

Mr. Horton having resigned the office of 
Superintendent, Mr. E. R. Prescott was 
chosen in his stead. The School was now 
placed in trying circumstances. Although 
it was as large as at any former period, and 
its opportunities of usefulness as great as 
ever, yet, in consequence of having no 
place in which to meet, it was feared that 
we should have to disband, and cease our 
operations. The bush was in the fire ; — 
will it be consumed? It was suggested 
that we make an effort to erect a Chapel 
for our own exclusive use. This appeare 
like a great undertaking for such a feebl 
band. We sought direction from abov< 
and divine Providence answered, " Go foj 
ward.*' The subject was presented to th 
jscbolars, parents and others^ and not onl 
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met with general favor, but awakened great 
enthusiasm. The children vied with each 
other in their contributions to the object ; 
friends in the immediate vicinity of the 
School, and those at a distance, rendered 
generous assistance, so that in a short time a 
sufficient amoimt was subscribed, to warrant 
the undertaking.* Thus the dark cloud 
which had settled on our path, was soon 
illumined as with heavenly light. What 
we thought was evil, the Ldrd meant for 
good. A lot having been leased from the 
city, on favorable terms, the building was 
forthwith commenced. During the time 
of its erection, we were permitted, through 
the kindness of the City government, to 
re-occupy the District School House, so 
that the sessions of the School were con- 
tinued without interruption. 

The new Chapel was publicly dedicated 
on Sunday, October 31, 1852. [See Or- 
der of Exercises, p. p. 3 — 6.] 

Since its origin, the School has always 
been distinguished for the union and co-

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operation of the teajchers. There have 
been no divisions. A number of the schol- 
ars have become hopefully pious. Man]! 
others, it is believed, have been prevented 
from forming vicious habits. Much re- 
ligious information has been imparted, and 
many good books have been circulated and 
read. The amount of usefulness which, 
in various ways, this School has accom- 
plished, can be known only from the reve- 
lations of the future.

PREAMBLE. 

Whereas, a Chapel has recently been 
erected for the use and better accommoda- 
tion of the North Avenue Sabbath School, 
and thereby its means of usefulness has 
been much increased ; the Ladies con- 
nected with, and interested in the welfare 
of said School, being desirous of doing 
all in their power to promote its interests, 
and accomplish the objects of its mission, 
hereby form themselves into a Sewing 
Society, in connection therewith, having 
for its objects the furnishing of suitable 
clothing for poor children who may there- 
by be induced to come to the School ; pro- 
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viding such articles of furniture as may be 

needed in the Chapel, or the rendering of 

assistance to any other objects connected 

with Sabbath Schools, that may at any 

time be deemed expedient.

This Society to be governed by the fot 

lowing 

CONSTITUTION. 

Article 1. This Society shall be call- 
ed the North Avenue Sabbath School 
Sewing Circle. 

Art. 2. Any person may become a 
member of this Society by the payment 
of twenty-five cents annually, and assist- 
ing in its operations. 

Art. 3. This Society shall meet as 
often as once a month, and as much oftener 
as may, from time to time, be deemed ex- 
pedient, to consult and labor for the accom- 
plishment of its objects. 

Art. 4 All meetings of this Society 
shall be opened by reading a portion of 
Scripture, and closed with prayer. 
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Art. 5. The Officers of this Society 
shall consist of a Directress, Assistant Di- 
rectress, Secretary, Treasurer, and Com- 
mittee on Work, to .consist of foiu, who 
shall be chosen annually, in the month of 
December. 

Art. 6. The duties of the Officers. 
The Directress shall preside at all meet- 
ings of the Society, and superintend its 
operations and affairs. The Assistant Di- 
rectress shall aid the Directress in the dis- 
charge of her duties, and preside in her 
absence. The Secretary shall keep n^ cor- 
rect record of the doings of the Society, 
conduct its correspondence, and make a 
Report at the Annual Meeting. The 
Treasurer shall keep, and account for all 
money received by the Society, and make 
an Annual Report. 

Art. 7. This Constitution may be al- 
tered or amended at any regular meeting 
of the Society, by a vote of two-thirds of 
the members present.

TREASURER'S REPORT. 



In presenting the following Synopsis of 
the Treasurer's Accounts, it is proper that 
the following statement be made, as the 
erection of the Chapel exceeded the amount 
which we at first intended to expend. 

It was our original design to erect a 
very low-priced edifice. For that purpose 
several lots were offered us ; none of them, 
however, in an eligible situation. Finally, 
we ascertained that the lot on which the 
Chapel now stands could be leased from 
the City at a low rent, provided we would 
erect a building in good taste ; one that 
would please the eye, and be ornamental 
to the neighborhood. So exceedingly de- 
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sirable did it seem for us to obtain this loty 
that a number of the subscribers agreed to 
increase their subscription, in order that 
such an edifice might be built and the lot 
secured. Accordingly our plan was chang- 
ed. We decided to accept the offer of the 
City, upon the condition proposed. In 
this manner additional expense was incur- 
red, in order to obtain that lot, which, 
above all others, we prefered. We have 
reason to be gratified with the result. 

In reference to the contributors connect- 
ed with the School, it is proper to add that 
some of the children, not being able to con- 
tribute the whole of the specified sum of 
one dollar each, yet in order that their 
names might appear in our report with 
those of the other scholars, so that none 
might be pained by omision, money was 
raised by the teachers and others, and add- 
ed to that of those scholars, so as to raise 
it to the said specified sum. Some, there- 
fore, have actually contributed more than 
appears against their names.
